| A secret session was held by the 
church board Wednesday night. Ac- 
cording to Dr. McElveen, the board 
suggested it might be for the best in- 
terests of the church that he resign. 

“The matter was left entirely to my 
judgment, with no request or command 
that I resign,” said Dr. McElveen to- 
day. The minister’s voice was appar- 
ently affected by emotion. “I have 
decided to leave.”

Tells of One Bid. 


“Following what I, as an advertis- 
ing man, believe to have been the 
greatest publicity campaign ever con- 
ducted in this country,” Mp. Lasker 
said, “ we received just one bid for the 
fleet of 280 boate. This offered $2,100 
for each ship. 

“When I undertook to get rid of 
this fleet, I realized it would be a 
difficult job, so I determined to adver- 
tise widely, offering every inducement 
to prospective buyers. This 
through newspaper interviews and dis- 
play advertising, In addition, I 
wrote to virtually every chamber of 
commerce in the United States and 
to every congressman, appealing for 
codperation in finding purchasers. 

“I was criticized for depreciating 
the value of the boats. I deliberately 
did this, because I knew they were 
not worth much, 

Would Be Poor Venture. 

“As a financial venture, operation 
of the wooden ships is impracticable. 
They are 3,500 ton boats, and it takes 
700 tons of fuel to send one across the 
Atlantic. Then, too, insurance rates 
on them are prohibitive, about twice 
what it costs to insure a steel ship.”

He could and did because back of him, spring- 
ing from the record of his) acts and words, was a 
body of public opinion which people do not care to 
offend. If Landis found outrageous, iniquitous, and 
lawless combinations, agreements, and restrictions 
in the building trades the people would know that 
his condemnation of them came from his sense of 
equity and that men who opposed him or tried to 
block him did not have a leg to stand on morally. 

Therefore he could bring into equitable agree- 
ment both contractors and union laborers. They 
had imposed restrictions on themselves, on each 
other, and on the public, and these restrictions, 
most of them clearly detrimiental to the community, 


had virtually stopped building, causing serious un- 
employment and producing the worst condition in 
housing the city ever knew.

_ But the corruption,at the June election was rank

Out 
of respect to his own credit as well as in the 
interest of a thorough and impartial inquiry, Mr. 
Crowe wil! surely welcome rather than resist the 
selection of a public representative free from any 
organization affiliation of any party or any faction. 
Mr. Crowe may not be willing to concede good 
faith to either petitioner. We should be sorry to 
know that} but if he is not it should not be difficult

Landis has opened the way for natural forces of 
recovery and correction to operate, and only he 
coyld have done it. He acted wholly for the public. 

It will seem to a great many people that the 
American Bar association put an untimely and 
ungenerous tag upon the activities of the judge 
just as he was accOmplishing one of his most useful 
works. The day that the announcement could be 
made of the success of his work as an arbitrator 
the association adopted a resolution condemning 
» him for accepting private emolument and declaring 

his conduct derogatory to “the dignity of the bench 
‘and undermining public confidence in the independ 
ence of the judiciary.” 

These resolutions were presented by Hampton L. 
Carson, formerly attorney general of Pennsylvania. 
Whateuer Mr. Carson’s ideas of the progriety of 
the relations of Judge Landis to organized base- 
ball, his conclusions regarding their results are 

, entirely and squarely opposed to the truth. Judge 
Landi not undermined public confidence in the 
judiciary. He is the most distinguished support of 
that confidence, as the slightest test of sentiment 
and opinion in his district would prove. 

He is more feared by the lawless and more re- 
spected by the lawful than any man sitting on the 
bench. Some honorable laiwyers object to his meth- 
ods, but the general public confidence in him is full 
ara serene. The crook”’in his court respects the 
strength of the law; the honest man respects the 
equities. He may, at times be an extrajudicial 
judge—and therein may lie the formal objections 
which lawyers bring against some of his procedure. 
He may be brusque, and therein lie cause of per- 
sonal dislike some lawyers bear him. But resolu- 
tions which say that he has lowered ‘public confi- 
dence and hurt the general standing of the judi- 
ciary ignore every truth connected with the admin- 
istration of justice in his court. They are entirely 
false and unjustified. 

His relations to ‘organized baseball have been 
explained many times. Baseball wanted”his char- 
acter. He would not have been worth a cent to 
the men running organized baseball if his character 
had not been the opposite of that described in the 
resolutions. 

He could get poor en his pay as a judge, and 
that is all. Hjs connection with baseball is remu- 
nerative and his friends are glad it is. Its source 
is open and known. The services rendered are 
known. They do noteinterfere with his judicial 
duties and wotld not be allowed to. This commu- 
nity which Judge Landis serves would not resent 4 
discussion of or a judgment on the judicial proprie- 
ties in his case, but it does resent a slander and 


misrepresentation. 


NEW JAIL PLANS. 


At three different elections the county commis: 
sioners have tried té obtain authority for an issue 
of bonds to build a new jail. On these occasions 
no plans or estimates were proposed and the lack 
of them was one cause of the rejection of the pro- 
posal. People who do not consider the jail a prob- 


able housing problem in, their lives do not take | 


much interest in its arrangements, and people who 
have such a probability take more interest in the 
way of getting out. Therefore jail constructiof is 
a friendless improvement. Nevertheless, the com- 


munity has not yet reached a jailless standard of 
living, and it may have to force itself to consider 
the needs of decency and sufficiency in custody.

EN GLISH EXPERIMENTS IN 
SOCIALISM. 


London Socialists elected to borough councils are 
illustrating the soundness of their judgment by 
voting relief for the unemployed at a higher rate 
than the earnings of the employed. 

The practical result of such Action need hardly 


be discussed. No normal individual wil, go to work 


for less money than he can get by not working. 
No one will keep on working if he can increase his 
income by giving up work. 
Perhaps the Socialists expect that 50 many work- 
ers will give up their employment in order to get 
unemployment relief that employers will be com- 
pelled to raise wages untileit becomes more profit- 
able to work than to idle. Unfortunately for this 
theory there is a limit which English industry must 
respect in the payment of wages. English indus- 
try is dependent on foreign trade and it is battling 
and will have to continue to battle with competitors 
whose costs are lower than its own because of 
cheaper labor. Perhaps the English employer can 
raise wages, but everywhere else wages are being 
lowered. 

The result of isdeiteide out tof | work benefits is the 
boosting pf taxation, under which British enter-* 
prise is now staggering. By increasing this burden, 


if they ane compelled to raise them in competition 
with blic payment to the unemployed they soon 
will be compelled to shut, shop. 

Then everybody will be unemployed. All workers 
will come in for unemployed relief, and there will 
be no one to pay taxes to provide the relief funds. 
Thus the |Socialists will have succeeded in England 
as in Russia in breaking down and completely 
paralyzing production and reducing organised ‘so- 
clety to starvation. 

Of course, this will not happen in HMngland be- 
cause there is too much intelligence there and a 
body of resistance which no group of fanatic theo- 
rists can overcome. English labor itself is prac- 
tical and has not been run off its feet by the in- 
tellectuals, so called, who preach extreme ideas 
and impractical solutions for existing evils. Recent 
tests have gone against the extremists in every 
instance. But the Socialists’ lack of grasp of the 
fundamentals of efficient production, which are the 
foundation of civilized society, is being exposed for 
the instruction of all western peoples. It is ra- 
tional to hope that the effect will be a distinct check 
upon the drift toward collectivism which has been 
apparent in democratic countries for half a cen- 
tury. Those who believe that socialism if estab- 
lished would result in a drastic slowing down of 


well being will welcome demonstrations of social- 
istic impracticality, as long as they are not on the 

scale which in Russia has brought frightful and 
widespread misery.

EXTRACTING VITAMINES. 
T has been proved that a food to be 

adequate must have a proper amount 

of carbohydrates, such as starch and 

Sugar, fats, such as butter and gravy, 
protein, such as lean meat and eggs, 
minerals, such as salt and lime, and 
alse of a newly discovered set of sub- 
stances known as vitamines. 
- It is common to measure the food re- 
quirements by calories or heat units, 
and in judging of a food that meas- 
ure outweighs all others in importance. 
But in addition to calories or energy 
units, it is necessary that the diet should 
contain a certain specified quantity of 
protein if the tissues are to be kept 
in first class repair. 


Asa rule it is not necessary to pay 


| attention to minerals, since the average 


man will eat enough minerals to sup- 
ply his needs if he eats the diets which 
are customary among our people. 
The vitamines still are an unknown 
quantity, though we have learned much 
‘about them in recent years. It is 


of substances in very fresh foods which 
is responsible for their superiority. 


‘| Fish eaten at the waterside, butter 


just out-of the churn, new laid eggs, 
radishes, onions, and peas fresh from 
the garden, all these not only taste 
more wholesome than 
other older, more- traveled, and more 
sophisticated food products, in all proba- 
bility because they have more vitamines. 
But since we cannot all live by the 
river and catch our own fish, or live 
on the farm and suck a cow in a pas- 
ture, it becomes advisable to put vita- 
mines in permanent form if it can be 
done, <A year ago Dubin and Lewi of 
Ames, Iowa, described a method of dry- 
ing vitamines and putting them up in 
powdered form. The drug houses have 
permanent preparations of vitamines on 
|the market. More than two years ago 
Givens told of using dried orange juicé 
as an addition to the diet. 

For years Hess has advocated the 
use of the juice of canned tomatoes as 
a preventive of scurvy. Therefore I was 
not surprised when I read in the Jour- 
nal of Biological Chemistry that Mc- 
Clendon not only extracted various vita- 
mines and put them up in a form in 
which they would keep but he demon- 
strated by laboratory tests that the 
vitamines extracted had not been de- 
stroyed or made ineffective in the proc- 
ess. From green leaves and fruit skin 
he extracted fat soluble A. He pre- 
served this and other vitamines in milk 
by drying it with heat. Other vita- 
mines were extracted from _ spinach, 
yeast, and the germ of wheat.

According to the returns of the 
fourteenth census, there were 1,231,468 
persons 10 years of age and over in 
Chicago engaged in gainful occupa- 
tions in 1920, constituting 45.6 per cent 
of the total population of the city 
(2,701,705), and 66.7 per cent of the 
population 10 years of age and over.
